total-of prohibition cases instituted 
in the federal courts and a decreased 
number of convictions for the fiscal 
year which" ended June 30, 1929, as 
compared with the year previous, are 
shown in~ statistics compiled by the 
Justice department. 


Cases instituted in 
1929 totaled 


110,655, of which 86,348 were crimin- 
al, an increase of 1,000. At the same 
time, there were 47,100 convictions, 
or 1,700 less than in 1928. The de- 
partment, however, pointed out that 
$7,476,300 was collected 
in fines in 


1929. 
an increase of $173,000. 
, 


Liquor cases,- the report said, made 


up two-thirds of the criminal dock- 
et of the federal district courts. 


The Southern district of New York 


showed the largest number of prohi- 
bition cases Instituted, with 7,816, 
while the Eastern district of Ken- 
tucky 
was second with 
2,945, the 


Northern district of New York next 
with-2,295, and the District of Co; 
lumbia fourth with 1,661. 


Aside from Alaska and Porto Rico, 


the smallest numbers of cases were 
in districts in Kansas, North Dako- 
.ta, Vermont, and 
Utah. In some of 


these, however, there were increases. 
Kansas, with 28 cases, exactly dou- 
bled her number 
for the previous 
year.

Jean Giraudoux, famous author, even 
goes so far as to declare that Amer- 
ica can save France and help her 
to overcome her gravest problem by 
a.rlsting her to combat her heavy 
mortality. He says this threatens to 
place her in the future at the mercy 
of aggressors with a larger popula- 
tion.

adds M. Giraudoux. and In this he 
thinks the United States would be 
only too glad to come- to the aid of 
France. 


POINTS TO DEATH RATE 


M. Giraudoux, author of "Sicg- 


friend." "JLe .Limousin" and other 
books, is one of the foremost of 
younger French writers. 
He- has 


traveled widely In America and has 
made a deep study of the life and 
mentality of Americans. 


"Among all tho countries of Eu- 


rope France has the greatest mor- 
tality." he pointed out. "While her 
natality is superior to that of Great 
Britain and of the Scandinavian coun 
tries, and almost equals that of Ger- 
many, she registers about one-thhd 
more deaths. 
This heavy mortality 


is not caused by the climate, which 
is one of the best in Europe, but 
by the deficiency of hygiene. 


"The problem of hygiene, which 


is also a most important financial 
problem, because every Frenchman 
whose life is saved is a potentml 
taxpayer, has not received sufficient- 
ly serious consideration in France. 
There can be no doubt that if the 
French government would express to 
America its desire to expend, not 


i merely a few beggarly millions of 


francs, but a certain number of bil- 
lions, to protect the French race and 
effectively combat the ravages of tu- 
berculos's and other infectious di- 
.seases, it would receive the assist- 
ance not only of the American gov- 
ernment but also of many wealthy 
Americans. 


"American statesmen and a great 


part of the American people would 
be perfectly willing" to devote a por- 
tion of the sums owned to the Unit- 
ed States by France to such a pur- 
pose." 


BELIEVES IN U. S. 


M. Giraudoux Is one of the few 


Europeans who believes firmly in 
what he calls "America's cultural 
mission," and he scoffs at the "con- 
flict between Europe and America" 
which he charges is the theme adopt- 
ed by many European writers and 
thinkers. 


"Why oppose Europe to Ameri 


ca?" he-asys. "America is inhabit- 
ed by Europeans. There is nothing 
that distinguishes them 
from the 


point of view of race, nature, in- 
tellect 
f or- morals from 
Europeans, 


except the atmosphere in which they 
live and the standards of life thpy 
have developed.

A TONIC FOR CIVILIZATION 
For some unexplainable reason, the 


'^plight of the eight Canadian airmen 
''who have been missing in the Arctic 


since the early part of September has 
not been getting the newspaper atten- 
tion that it deserves. 
There is some- 


thing supremely fascinating about the 
story. Two seaplanes took off from an 
outpost near Hudson's Bay more than 
six weeks ago, bound for an Alaskan 
settlement 2006 miles away. 
They 


have not been heard from since. 


Thus, while a busy nation far to the 


southward occupies itself with the 
businesses and diversions of autumn, 
sniffs: the pleasant October air and' 
worries about nothing more serious 
than the weekly football games, the 
incredibly desolate barrens of northern 
Canada hide—somewhere—eight fly- 
ers, fighting their lonely fight against 
ancient enemies, darkness, cold 
and 


hunger. 


You would think that the situation 


would catch the country's imagination. 
But, for some reason, it has not. Can- 
ada is awake to what is going on; Can- 
ada is sending her best airmen tovhunt 
' for the missing eight. But the United 


States is not paying any attention to 
them. We are cheating ourselves by ig- 
noring these flyers. We are' not only 
losing an interesting story; we are de- 
priving ourselves of, something that 


• \Vtmld be a tonic for a civilization that 


has grown-.too secure and settled. 


The United5-States Us a long way 


from the frontier nowadays. -Life"has" 
become stabilized. 
Most of 'usvnever - 


know any experience more exciting 


, "than the daily ride from the home to- 
•' the "job on 'the street car or in the auto. 


We live in a time and place where the 
rough edges of existence have been 
worn off. We do not know what our 
race can endure. Then, once in a while, 
something happens like this thing in 


, the Canadian northland; something 
that reminds us that there are still men 
who go out of their way to skate where 
the ice is thin—men who leave the 
safety and comforts of civilization and 
go over the horizon to grapple with 
danger and earn their living under the 
shades of unending night. 


It is important that we be reminded 


of this once in a while. 
The human 


race has a long list of follies, crimes 
and weaknesses on its record, and we 
are apt to magnify them when we live 
too long in a time of peace and ease. 


rWe forget that there /s a credit side to 
the ledger as Avell; an amazing tale of 
bravery, sacrifice and endurance. So, 
now, 
we have our all-important re- 


minder again. Up under the Arctic 
circle eight flyers are missing in a 
region of limitless desolation, and the 
finest flyers in Canada are risking their 
lives to look for them. We ought to 
pay more attention to it than we do. It 
would be everlastingly good for us. 


MAGNIFICENT MAN 


The stupidity that mankind in the 


mass occasionally exhibits is always 
depressing. Sometimes, however, it is 
accompanied by exhibitions of individ- 
ual magnificence that more than make 
up for it There is an example of this in 
George Allan England's recent book, 
"Isles of Romance." Down on a barren 
islet in the Dry Tortugas, that isolated 
group of sand keys a hundred miles 
from Key West, lie the ruins of Fort 
Jefferson, built by the U. S. govern- 
ment 75 years ago as the Gibraltar of 
the Carribean. It was a mightjs-fortress 
'and prison in its day, although it has 
•'long since been abandoned; and Eng- 
land's book contains a remarkable tale 
connected with it. 


After President Lincoln was killed, 


Booth, the assassin, fled for his 
life 


despite the handicap of a broken leg. 
After traveling some 30 miles he 
stopped at the house of a country doc- 
tor, one Dr. Samuel A. Mudd, who, all 
unsuspecting, set his leg and sent him 
on his way. The outburst of stupid fury 
that followed the assassination caught 
Dr. Mudd up as a victim, despite 
his 
obvious innocence, 
and the 


luckless man was convicted of be- 
ing an accessory to the crime and 
was sentenced to life imprisonment 
at Fort Jefferson. 
At Fort Jeffer- 


son Dr. Mudd was- treated with 
fearful severity. He was kept slaving at 
mean tasks that ruined his health. His 
quarters were damp and dark, infested 
with vermin, his food was almost un- 
eatable, his guards were brutal. 
His 


whole existence was one long horror; 
and, remember, .he was innocent. If any 
•man was ever justified in hating, Dr. 


Mudd was the man. 


In the third year of his imprison- 


ment came an epidemic of yellow fever. 
It swept Fort Jefferson with ghastly 
thoroughness. 
The resident surgeon 


died. Soldiers., and prisoners alike fell 
victims. At one time' there was a daily- 
sick list of 500—a good third of the. 
fortress prison's entire population! It 
was here that Dr. Mudd showed a de- 
votion, a heroism and a humanity that 
makes up for the brutal stupidity of 
the "rest of the" tale. 


The only physician in the place, .he 


offered to do what he could. For long 
weeks he''worked, on an average, 18 
hours a day, treating the multitude of 
sick and doing his feeble best to fight 
the dreadful epidemic. Among his pa- 
tienfs were the very men who had mis- 
treated him. The organization of the 
place was so disorganized that he could 
easily have escaped, any day£ to Cuba, 
where he would have been safe from 
yellow fever and safe from his unjust 
imprisonment; but he stayed, living 
day and night in the vast sick room. 


And this was in a day when it was 


thought that yellow fever was spread 
by an infection in the air, exuding from 
the bodies of its sufferers! There isn't 
much more to the story. Dr. Mudd's 
work eventually won him a pardon and 
he returned.to his home—broken for 
life. Today he is forgotten. 
But the 


story is worth recalling. If the stupid- 
ity that sent him to prison'is depress- 
ing, his own magnificent self-denial 
and bravery more than make up for it. 


WINDOWLESS BUILDINGS 
We may yet have windowless offices 


and homes, if Frank E. Hartman, a 
Chicago physicist, has his way. 
He 


brings against the 'window, as an insti- 
tution, a crushing indictment. It wastes 
heat, he says. It is a poor device for 
ventilation. 
It is not even good for 


lighting, because the light coming 
through is difficult to control, and the 
ultra-violet rays are lost. Windows dis- 
tract the attention of workers in of- 
fices. They are expensive. 
And they 


interfere greatly with the architecture 
of a building. 


"As a mental disturber in schools 


and offices," he declares, "as a source 
of noise and distraction, they contrib- 
ute considerably to economic loss, 
while the temptation to open them and 
Jet in so-called fresh air has done more 
to obscure and retard scientifically cor- 
rect ventilation than any other single 
factor."

Washington—Unless, the dr>V, or- 


ganizations develop cold feet, which 
they seldom do. Senator 4>heppard's 
bill to brand the buyers of liquor as 
equally guilty with the sellers prob- 
ably will turn out to be the issue in 
the most important prohibition fight 
for several years. 


If the bill is made a law there will 


be virtually nothing left for the drys 
to ask for in the 
way of legislation 


excepting iueat>ures so exvreine that 
DO one has previously 
considered 


them advisable to press. The drye 
experimented witft heavier penalties 
when they put over the Jones law. 
but hardly anyone ' argues that the 
"five and ten" act has had any par- 
ticular effecbon the enforcement sit- 
uation. 


IT MAY NOT PASS

chance that the 


Sheppard bill will be allowed to die 
a quiet death. It does not appear to 
represent the considered program of 
the dry organizations, though it has 
the approval of liishop Cannon, who

Some of the most im 
portant dry leaders are going cau 
tiously, explaining trat they desire

Since most members of the 
foreign service enter the department 
at the age of 25, it is estimated that 
under the present system a diplomat 
would reach the age of 55 or 60 be- 
fore attaining the ranks of consul- 
general in the consular service or 
counselor of embassy in the diploma- 
tic service.

association heard a talk on the devel 
opment of better dafry herds by Gu 
Sell. 
Outagamle-co ' agriculture, 


agent, at a meeting Saturday evening 
in the south side Forester hall. Mr 
Sell discussed campaign for herd 
dairy Improvement to be carried on 
In the county from Nov. 4 to 9. 


"It Is easier to realize profits, by 


lowering cost of production than b; 
raising the price of milk, as the 
farmer has costs under his control,1 
Mr. Sell said. "Have your cows.test 
ed and get rid of the poor ones." 
.^He. pointed out that in this way 
the farmer would get the same re- 
sults with a good small herd as with 
a large herd, with several poor cows 
with much less work. He stated tha 
it is necessary for the farmer to 
better his herd as the average cow 
in this, county only. produces about 
$100 worth of milk a year. Feed for 
a year costs.about $75 which leaves 
a profit of less than $25 when labor 
and other overhead expenses are tak 
en into consideration. 


By improving herd and raising the 


young stock, the tests of the cows 
will Improve so that, a cow will pro 
duce about 50 pounds of. butter far 
more in three years. The farmers 
are not in a position to control the 
price of milk • and cheese to make 
their profit -so they must do so by 
lowering the cost of .production by 
improving, their herds.- he said. Im- 
provement of the herd can easily'be 
made by making tests often and rid- 
ding the herd of the poor producers;
